ed at the Council meeting last evening. 
The landlady denied 
the 
accusation 


that she was harboring a girl under 
eighteen years of ago, stating that the 
girl referred to had the appearance of 
being- at least twenty years of age 
and that she was brought to the house 
by a woman claiming to be her moth- 
er/' At this point City Attorney "Wil- 
liams began to smile in an audible 
manner. 
The Mayor deemed the mat- 


ter too serious to laugh over and pro- 
ceeded to call the city attorney to or- 
der. 
Later Mir. "Williams was inform- 


ed by the Mayor that in the future he 
will desist from, smiling audibly dur- 
ing- the Council meetings-.' 
Mr. "Wil- 


liams promised to be more careful. 


After the matter regarding- the girl 


had been thoroughly investigated the 
Mayor suggested that there was no 


evidence upon which to act and the 
Council accordingly dropped the case. 


There was a full attendance at the 


session last night, the first time in 
some time. 
The first matter brought 


up was in regard to the "Wieland sa- 
loon. 
In this matter an order was 


made citing the proprietor to appear 
this evening and show cause why' his 
license should not be revoked.

Betts for saloon licenses were read 
for the second time and granted.

NE of the predictions of the late Senator Ilanna was

they see m the result of the recent election, indications 
that his prediction will be fulfilled. 
The modification of 


Democ?-atic_ policy, the abandonment of what has been 
termed radicalism, failed to improve the condition of the 
Democratic party, and Judge Parker was beaten beyond 
all pieceilent. This has stimulated some hasty judgments 
and. has encouraged Debs the Socialist candidate for pres- 
Jdent to issue this statement: 


"Two distinct and opposing tendencies are revealed 


in the late election. First, the overwhelming triumph, of the 
capitalistic interests, represented by the Republican party, 
and the other the advent of the working class in national 
politics, shown by the enormous increase in\,the Social-' 
istio vote. The Democratic *party is the representative of 


"The trusts are beyond restriction. 
"The outcome is known. 
"The trusts will win America—economically, political 


iy. 


"Then will come transition, swiftly. Socialism may 


sweep the country four years from now. Womanhood seeks 
escape from capitalistic thralldoim. Women are active in 
the propaganda. 
They are in revolt. The nation will soon 


see clearlyi. The people would take the trusts and have 
them run by and for the people. Industrial co-operation 
must be the basis of the coming republic." 


The growth of trusts is a great stimulant to the growth 


of socialism. Unseeing', unthinking men are-led estray in 
their reasoning by this newi growth) in the country and 
especially at thds time are they deceived by, such specious 
statements* as that put forth, by Debs. 
Whatever Debs 


or his followers may say of the elimination of the partj^ 
representing the middle .class, the fact remains that the 
great middle class has not been eliminated in the United 
States and it is in no present danger of being eliminated. 
Popular feeling against trusts and the popular knowledge 
of their methods is sufficiently wide spread that they can- 
"riot continue a career of aggression. No matter what party 
be in power. 


The country is not going- to socialism, not by any means. 


II is going along as it has gone for more than a century, 
governed by Its plain commonsense middle class of citi- 
zens. The action of the majority will usually seem wrong 
to the minority, but the minority acquiesces and trusts to 
educative influence to bring matters right next time. 
There is in the American people a confident assurance 
that the people will be right in the end and that their ag- 
gregate judgment is^not far from right. A country that 
has survived what this country has been through is on 
so sound a footing that the great mass of people cannot 
be seriously influenced with the idea that a change of 
government methods is necessaiy to insure its stability 
and progress. 
The trusts are not to own the United 


States, neither are the socialists. 
The country is to be 


governed in the future as it has been in the past, along 
the general lines laid down by the founders, with such 
modifications and extensions as experience shows to be 
wiise, in such manner as the people may choose.

New Mining Center Near Gold- 


field That Is Attracting Con- 


siderable Attention 


Editor Journal: Having promised a 


number of my friends "to give-them my 
opinion of Gold .Crater, I know of no 
better way of doing it than through .the 
columns of your paper. - • . 


Gold Crater is in the western p'art 


of Nye county and is about.- thirty 
mile's, east of Goldfield by the' present 
wagon road.- 
it is .a new. district, 


having been discovered this fall. When 
news of the first rich strike that, was 
made there reached Goldfield, quite -a 
rush was made for the new camp""and 
all of the mineralized zone for several 
miles in all directions/ was located. A 
town site was layed off in.the most de- 
sirable part of the district and;all, the 
business lots and a gre'at .many resi- 
dence lots were sold.off at .once. 


Quite a little town has "sprung up, 


principally tents, as lumber can'riot ;be 
had at any price in Goldfield, The sur- 
rounding hills are 
f ull . of , tents . and 


camps of prospectors and miners,, all 
busy doing- location and development 
work on their property.. 


Quite a number of .properties are 


being worked under lease and bond— 
some by companies,, others by 
J'ndi- 


viduals. 'There have been several rich 
strikes made on some of these pro- 
perties recently. 
Somelassays have 


been taken that run in the thousands, 
others of several hundred to the ton,, 
while others only get a few dollars, 
most of the ore pans a little free -gold 
and some get big pannings. From . one 
claim in particular, they get'as ..much 
as fifty and seventy-five cents, ;to a 
small pan of dirt, while other proper- 
ties six or ei'ght miles to the northeast 
do not pan at all, but 'assay well. Some 
of this latter ore is very similar to 
the surface ores of Goldfield. Very lit- 
tle of the Gold Crater ore shows free 
gold in the 
quartz. 


On nearly all the properties that 


have been developed, to any extent the 
ledges have widened and the values 
increased as depth was gained. The 
values are gold and silver—gold pre- 
dominating. 
I saw one shaft that was 


sunk about thirty feet deep worked 
by a set of leasers. 
The vein at the 


surface was about eighteen inche's in 
width and at the bottom it had widened 
out to the width of the shaft going 
5100 a ton. Another not so deep, widen- 
ed out to seven or eight feet.. This ore 
was bunchey, but very rich, assaying 
from $600 to $1,000 per ton. On an- 
other property at a depth of twenty-- 
five foet, the values increased from $2 
to $30 per ton and the vein widened 
several feet. In fact, this seems to be

The main district or mineralized zone 
is five or six miles square, of 'a por- 
phyritic formation and seems 
to 
be 


thickly interspersed with well-defined 
leads or ledges of various Hvldth's, hav- 
ing a northerly and southerly trend. 


The surrounding country for several 


miles in all directions is a lava capped 
tablela.nd, excepting to the northeast,, 
where -the porphyry seems "to extend 
for quite 'a distance towards Antelope 
springs, probably ten or twelve .'miles.- 
A number of good properties are. lo- 
cated along- this" belt, notably, the Trep- 
man mine, which was sold for-a go'od 
figure a short time ago. Also the'Cin- 
rtepah, which is under bond -for, $100,- 
000'; the Williams & Helman, group 
and a number of other good prospects, 
'all of which seem -to ihave good,.well- 
defined quartz leads, carrying, good val- 
ues in gold and silver on -the .surfaae. 
As far as developed the values usually 
increase with depth.
